Reckless motoring continues to tike heavy toll in Human life. 


Practically every day a tragedy is enacted costing at least one life, 
and often more. Last night in Philadelphia nine men were killed 
in one crash, attributable, without question, to the recklessness 
with which a high-powered car was being speeded through Fair- 
mount Park. The machine was thrown over a parapet to railroad 
tracks below the driveway,,and the occupants were killed almost 
instantaneously. In practically every instance these disasters re- 
sult from careless running and high speeding. For a large num- 
ber of people there is seemingly ho. pleasure in .motoring unless 
the car is being rushed at over '-'twenty-five miles an hour. 
Often 


pleasure parties are raced at forty and > fifty miles on the roads 
near cities or through parks', and virtually without exception the 
accidents that are continually occurring to swell the shocking 
record of sacrifices are due to the attainment of these high speeds, 
which lead to collisions with •other cars and with poles and trees 
and walls, and to derangements-to the-mechanism and the failure 
of tires. There is ab.imdanl_pleasure in motoring at moderate 
speed." Almost invariably a'motor^aKyili'as plenty of time, and 
there is no object in getting to ascertain pqint in a hurry. So-called 
joy riders are obsessed by the speed mania without any reference 
'whatever to the question of comfort or safely. They want- to feel 
that they are working their-machines to the limit. They are beset 
with file idea of passing everything else on the road. They want 
to give some other motoring parly the dust. If they have a certain 
objective that can be reached b\ a safe and comfortable pace in 
half an hour, thej want to gel there in flfleen.miirmtes, not bepause 
they have any parliculai use for the quarter hour they \yill save, 
but because to their mind that i-> the essence of motoring. With 
hundreds of examples of dangerouslj foolish driving before them, 
they-still persist in this reckless work, which would be tolerable 
as carrying its own punishment weie it not for the fact that these 
"road burneis" aie conslaiillj imperiling Ihe lives of others, boll 
pedestrians and caieful moton I*. —Washington Star.

Mysterious footprints In the solid 


rock on the east and west banks ol 
the Hudson at Croton, N. Y., have 
puzzled tho scientists, who 
believe 


them to have been made by a primeval 
man before the Stone Ago. On the 
east shore, along the old Albany post- 
road and at the bottom of a steep hill 
belonging to the A. p. Gardiner es- 
tate, lies a huge bowlder shadowed by 
tall trees. Its smooth surface bears 
the Imprint ot a pair of human feet 
placed side by side, as if a~ barefooted 
man had walked- down the hill and 
stood on the spot while the stone was 
still soft and yielding from nature's 
crucible. Every toe is clearly defined, 
and Judging, from the mold he left In 
the grnnlte the foot of this ancient 
man wan both-large and shapely. Be- 
hind the footprints, all the'way to the 
top of the i'oclt, are a series of pecU' 
liar Indentations such as the links of a 
heavy chain would maka^on soft earth. 
Exactly opposite, on High Tar moun- 
tain, on the other, side of Ihe Hudson, 
the footprints again appear on the 
roclc, hut with the heels turned toward 
the river, as If the man was traveling 
away from it due west, 
By actual 


measurement (he footprints on both 
sides of the river correspond In ev- 
ery particular and. were undoubtedly 
made by tho ssme pair of feet: 


Many.'weird, and wonderful, legends 


have been read from the footprints in 
the. rock.r_ 
One of these 
attributes 


them to the.devl], who was chained up 
In Connecticut for, a number of years, 
but finally escaped- and fled Into New 
York. Dragging" his chain after him, 
he paused on the boulder at the foot of 
Hessian Hill to rest before he contin^ 
ued his flight to the vast Adirondack 
wilderness! 
The indentations in the 


Hessian Hill rock are pointed out as 
the marks of his chain, and the foot 
prints on High Tar as further corro- 
borative evidence ot the'truth'of this 
tale. Another story relates that a cave 
man was approached from the rear 
by a terrible many-legged serpent, as 
he stood upon the boulder, and-that he 
was so frightened he , leaped 
clear 


across the Hudson and .landed on the 
other side. The Indentations are sup- 
posed to have been mjde- by the ser; 
rent's legs, which were.In'alrow, one. 
behind the other, Indian file. ' 


A famous professor on first viewing 


the footprints advanced the theory 
that they were made by the "missing 
link" before he shed his caudal ap- 
pendage, which trailed in the prehis- 
toric.clar behind hlm:whilehe£ca.nne.d 
the surrounding, landscape for .some- 
thing good for-breakfast!: 
This -ac- 


counted 
for the indentations 
and 


scored one for the Darwinian theory. 
Tho devil legend seems to have hit the 
public fancy, though, for the big boul- 
der at Hessian Hill, Is known" as the 
Devil's Bock, and Croton- people point 
to the atran'ge fact that nothing'will 
grow In the unholy footprints, while 
the surface-of,the rock.elsewhere. Is 
covered with gray-green Ijchens arid 
thick moss.. The.Mohegans, who built 
their signal fires on the top of Hessian 
Hill before the first Dutch-trader'set- 
tled there to give rum and flrearmf 
for furs, regarded ^he giant boulder 
with deep veneration, and 
belfeved 


the footprints to have been made bj 
the Great Spirit when he created'the 
world.

cult}-, but moat people recoil iu horror 
from vegetarianism. They conceive it 


boiled cabbage, corn, 
potatoes, 


coarse bread, beets, etc. These are 
the articles b!: diet they see In imagi- 
nation upon the table as soon as meat 
is withheld. But It need not be so. It 
Is possible to devise tempting and 
tasty dishes for a luncheon or a for- 
mal dinner from which meat la alto- 
gether excluded. 
Coarse vegetables, 


such as those mentioned, need never 
be served; indeed, many vegetarians 
hardly ever touch them. Let UB think, 
then, what we ehall eat and how to 
make the table look appetizing, 


In the first place, the table may be 


made to look charming If It Is taste- 
fully laid with flue linen, spotless 
glass, polished sliver and dainty china 
The dishes which are brought on to 
the table should contain food dressed 
and arranged artistically. 


It IB possible to arrange dishes so 


that no one.knows exactly.what he IB 
eating, but thinks it delicious.

stead of. giving one vegetable, give 
several at once, mixed together thor- 
oughly, and covered, with, dressing or 
sauce, to make It appear still more 
appetizing. In arranging toeta..com- 
binations, vegetables or fruits which 
blend together 
well must be 
iriiro-' 


duced; also due allowance must, .be 
made' for the various combination! 
and proportions of the foods—that Is, 
acids, proteids, carD'ohydratea, ~elcl7 
must be balanced as nearly as possi- 
ble. 


Salads of all kinds are 
beneficial, 


and fruits are also very good during 
Iho 
hot weather. A delicious fruit 


salad may be made by 
mixing 
to- 


Sether, in a large bowl, chopped or- 
anges, pears, plums, grapes, peaches, 
npricots, etc., dates, figs and nuts, and 
pouring tills Into another bowl, lined 
ivlth lettuce leaves. Honey should be 
poured over this and whipped cream 
placed on top. This, with a couple ol 
peanut butter sandwiches, will make « 
delicious and sustaining meal. 


The following Is a delightful salad: 


Scoop out the insides of several toma- 
loos. Cut up three or four anchovies 
Into smaH'iragments. Cat up also the 
centers of the tomatoes. Mix together 
with a little finely chopped cabbage, 
green pepper and a flavor of onion. 
Replace in the empty tomatoes and 
f.crvo on lettuce leaves.
